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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. In 
reference to Claim 1, Applicant argues that Slivka, US Patent 6049671, does not disclose a secure mechanism to provide the user 
update application to the user, further asserting that the "user update application" of Siivka corresponds to the claimed "configuration 
file". However, the rejections set forth in the previous Office actions state that the cabinet of the distribution file corresponds to the 
claimed configuration file (column 16, line 66-column 17, line 1). Applicant further argues that Slivka does not disclose that the 
downloaded program (i.e. the cabinet file) has a load table as recited in Claim 1. The Examiner respectfully disagrees, noting that the 
cabinet file is a grouping of files (column 13, lines 44-49) having a table describing how to load the elements of the cabinet file (column 
15, lines 50-65). 
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
